MAY MAKE GASOLINE 
FROM COAL AND SHALE 
IF FUNDS APPROVED 


WASHINGTON,

Production of gasoline from coal 
and shale will be attempted by the 
Bureau of Mines if congress ap- 
proves requests for experimental 
funds in the $162,167,000 interior 
appropriatoins bill. 


Citing available coal supplies in 


this area, some members of the 
senate 
appropriations committee 
said that if an economical process 
of extracting gasoline could be de- 
veloped it might go a long way 
toward relieving the shortage in 
the east. 


Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 


testifying In connection with the 
appropriations bill, told committee 
members recently that this coun- 
try eventually might find Itself the 
only source of oil for the United 
Nations and urged a study of the 
coal and shale processes.

(Spl.)—The current lettuce crop 
is estimated at 8,000,000 crates, 
or one and one half million crates 
more than at the corresponding 
time In 1941, according to Hazel 
Phlpps, specialist In food proper- 
atlo nof the Texas Extension Ser- 
vice. The heaviest supplies are ex- 
pected to be on the 
consumer 


market through May 20.
